Ertz  States 
Love  Necessary 
For  Real  Utopia 

# That  sufficiei.t  love  between 
man  and  man  is  the  essential  idea 
of  Utopia  was  emphasized  by  Stjs- 
an  Ertz, ' distinguished  novelist,  in 
her  lecture  at  the  tabernacle,  No- 
vember 10. 

She  said,  “Utopia  is  anybody’s 
counitry.  It  just  takes  a little  im- 
agination and  a pinch  of  optimism.” 
Siince  the  time  of  Plato  meii  have 
devised  Utopias.  The  word  itself 
was  coined  by  Sir  Thomas  Moore 
and  is  the  Greek  for  “nowhere.” 

Miss  lirtz  directed  attention  to 
the  fact  that  very  few  people  ap- 
prove of  the  world,  yet  none  of 
them  offer  suggestions  for  a better 
one.  Quoting  Thomas  Moore’s 
statement  that  “leagues  and  treat- 
ies are  not  necessary  wliere  nature 
set  so  much  love  betwceiiv  man  and 
man”,  she  mentioned  that  there 
cannot  be  a Utopia  on  force  or  dic- 
tatorship, but  that  we  must  be- 
come better  human  beings  from 
wiithin  and  leave  the  Utopia  to  take 
care  of  itself.  Until  the  world  as  a 
wliole  works  toward  the  common 
end  of  peace  and  the  brotherhood 
of  man  cio  ideal  land  can  exist. 

She  iiiclude<l  in  her  lecture  dis- 
cusisians  of  Plato’s  ((Republic”, 
“The  Coming  Race”  by  Bulwar 
Lytton,  “I.x>oking  Backwar<r’  by 
Edward  Bellamy,  “News  from 
Nowhere”  by  William  Morris,  and 
“Men  Like  Gods”  by  H.  G.  Wells. 

Miss  Ertz  is  well  known  for  her 
novel,  "The  Proselyte”,  dealing 
with  Monnon  life.  She  wrote  this 
book  after  making  several  trips  to 
Salt  Lake'  City  and  collecting  a 
great  deal  of  material  on  the  early 
days  of  Mormonism.  She  is  a cit- 
izen of  both  United  States  and 
Great  Britain.

Cullimore  Warns 
of  Scarlet  Fever 

• Following  the  appearance 
of  scarlet  fever  on  the  Young 
university  campus.  Dr.  Le- 
land  Cullimore,  local  physi- 
cian, makes  the  following 
statement  to  allay  fears  of  a 
possible  epidemic: 

“Do  not  become  alarmed 
about  the  present  case  even 
if  you  have  been  exposed.  At 
the  first  sign  of  illness,  es- 
pecially severe  sore  throat, 
stop  attending  classes.  You 
only  expose  others  and  harm 
yourself  in  so  doing.  Scarlet 
fever  strikes  rapidly  and  so 
isolation  is  necessary  as  soon 
as  the  patient  feels  ill.  Go  to 
bed  and  observe  rules  of  hy- 
giene. Do  not  rush  to  your 
physician  and  ask  for  toxin 
as  this  treatment  will  prob- 
ably do  you  more  harm  than 
good. 

“The  present  case  will  not 
develop  into  an  epidemic  if 
care  on  the  part  of  students 
is  exercised.”

# Exchanging  his  saddle  and 
spurs  for  a canvas  and  brush  Earl 
Bascom  becomes  once  more  a stu- 
dent at  Brigham  Young  university.

During  the  fall  he  was  called  on  a 
short  term  mission  from  which  he 
was  released  in  April  of  1936.  Ac- 
companied by  two  other  riders 


ofrom  Alberta  and  his  brother  Wel- 
don, better  known  as  “Preacher” 
Bascom  due  to  his  riding  activities 
while  on  a mission  in  the  South, 
Earl  staged  a rodeo  at  Columbia 
Mississippi.  A novelty  of  this  show 
was  the  presence  of  L.D.S.  miss- 
ionaries doing  most  of  the  official 
business. 

This  show  completed,  Earl  and 
his  brother  came  to  Utah  about  the 
first  of  July.  They  visited  friends 
in  Vernal  and  Provo  before  start- 
ing a tour  of  the  rodeos  of  Utah 
Wyoming,  and  Idaho  which  lasted 
until  the  beginning  of  college  last 
September. 

After  having  enthusiastically 
recounted  these  events  of  the  past 
year  and  a half,  Earl  was  asked 
which  he  preferred,  riding  or  art. 
In  reply  he  stated  that  the  riding 
came  more  natural  but  that  he  en- 
joyed painting — that  is  why  he 
came  back  to  the  “Y”.

# What  is  the  most  difficult  col- 
lege subject? 

Organic  chemistry. 

This  is  revealed  in  a s^udy  made 
by  the  Bureau  of  Educational  Sur- 
veys, [N|ew  York  City. 

The  Bureau  found  that  the  use 
of  college  outlines  and  other  sup- 
plementary aids  to  study  ivas  in  di- 
rect proportion  to  difficulty  in  the 
subject  experienced  by  the  student, 
and  that  the  number  of  students  in 
organic  chemistry  using  college 
outlines  far  exceeded  that  0‘f  any 
other  course. 

According  to  the  study,  science 
courses  as  a group  are  a major 
source  of  difficulty,  with  history, 
particularly  ancient,  medieval  and 
European  not  far  behind.  Study  of 
Shakespeare’s  plays  rates  “hard- 
est” of  the  English  literature  cours- 
es. 

The  subjects  most  baffling  to 
students,  in  order  of  their  diffi- 
culty, as  revealed  by  the  survey 
are:  Organic  chemistry,  statistics, 
physics,  general  psychology,  inor- 
ganic chemistry,  principles  of  eco- 
nomics, political  science,  general 
biology,  history  of  the  middle  ages, 
history  of  Europe,  American  gov- 
ernment and  English  literature. 

Library  Acquires 
Many  New  Volumes 

# Nearly  250  new  books  have 
been  received  by  the  library  this 
fall,  including  volumes  on  every- 
thing from  how  to  prepare  foods 
to  “How  to  Win  Friends  and  In- 
fluence People”.  Fiction,  non-fic- 
tion, and  a new  edition  of  the  Bri- 
tannica,  have  been  added. 

According  to  Miss  Ollorton, 
head  librarian],  many  of  the  non- 
fiction books  have  been  recom- 
mended by  the  heads  of  the  various 
departments  in  the  university. 

There  are  books  for  students  of 
international  relations,  music  lov- 
ers, psychology  students,  English 
lish  majors,  and  future  teachers. 
Several  especially  interesting  vol- 
umes have  been  added  for  mathe- 
maticians. Of  these  Miss  Ollorton 
says,  “They  are  very  rare  and 
probably  out  of  print  now.’’ 


Brimhall  Tells 
Of  Utah  Youth  Crop 

Wlednesday  devotiomal  featured 
an  address  on  the  exportation  of 
Utah’s  youth  crop  given  by  Dean 
R.  Brimhall,  son  of  the  late  Presi- 
dent George  H.  Brimhall  and  a 
former  ^member  of  the  B.Y.U. 
faculty. 

Mr.  Brimhall  stressed  the  fact  that 
Utah  proportionately  produces  the 
largest  crop  of  youth  in  the  nation, 
and  is  exporting  a large  percentage 
of  that  group  to  other  locaUties, 
mostly  to  large  cities.  He  also 
stated  that  the  size,  quality,  and 
disposition  of  that  crop  are  affect- 
ing standards  of  living  of  the  peo- 
ple of  this  state.  This  exportation 
of  trained  youtili  is  costly  to  us 
and  a problem  that  should  be  stu- 
died, he  asserted. 

Professor  Harrison  R.  Merrill 
introduced  Thomas  L.  Stix,  rep- 
resentative of  Henry  Souvaine  Co., 
line.,  in  charge  of  the  B.Y.U.  radio 
broadcast  for  the  Pomtiac  com- 
pany^  

of  Science  at  Denver  in  June. 

About  55  percent  of  Utah  county 
boundaries  are  straight  arbitrary 
lines,  he  informs.  Such  lines  disre- 
gard natural  barriers.  Yet,  he 
points  out  that  growth  in  recent 
years  has  focused  on  six  or  seven 
trade  centers  ideally  located  with 
respect  to  natural  geographic 
hinterlands.

Literature  occupied  most  of  his 
attention  at  the  University  School 
in  Cincinnati,  where  he  developed 
into  one  of  the  youngest  literary 
rebels.  He  found  outlet  for  nimble 
pen  on  “The  Forge,”  the  school’s 
belles-lettres  publication.  Unsatis- 
fied with  his  progress,  the  budding 
journalist  brought  out  his  ovmi  edi- 
tion, cryptically  titled  “The  For- 
ger.’’  Unfortunately,  the  effort 
failed  to  win  him  anticipated  laur- 
els. 

After  graduating  from  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy  he  entered  Yale, 
where  his  eloquence  gave  zest  to 
the  University  debating  team  . . . 
his  group  having  an  almost  un- 
blemished record  of  defeat!  A 
strong  desire  to  participate  in  vari- 
ous sports  resulted  only  in  turn 
downs  . . . too  light  for  football 
. . . too  heavy  for  a mascot! 

He  believed  the  b-rightest  hope 
for  a writing  career  wouJd.be  found 
in  New  York’s  publishing  field. 
Here  his  efforts  earned  him  the 
presidency  of  the  “Book  League  of 
America,”  and  the  editorship  of  the
